Tae arguments which have been used by Lord Grey and 
others, who cannot. be suspected of being opposed to Parlia- | 
mentary Reform, in favour of a postponement of such a measure | 
in the present unsettled affairs of Europe, have no doubt made a 
deep impression upor the pubdlic mind, and have even met with a 
very general response. In favour of such a course two distinct | 
arguments have been used :—one of certain appli¢ation whatever | 
may be the fate of suck a measare;#the other, and by far the | 
gravest, dependent entirely upon the fate, or probable fate, of the | 
new Reform Bill: In the first place, it is contended that the | 
eutire time of Parliament should be devoted to discussions in | 
connection with the necessary and imperative preparations for | 
war, or at least that nothing of a very exciting character should | 
be permitted to interfere withthe attention of Parliament to | 
those subjects. There does not, however, appear so much ground 
for this objection, if, as it is umderstoed will be the case, the 
estimates for the military services will be passed before the 
discussion upor the Refornr Bill will be taken. After the esti- 
mates are sanctioned, the time of Parliament will be but little 
occupied im convection witlr the proseeution of a war ;—and 
there is no reason why other subjects of great importance 
to the country should not occupy its attention. But it 
is more doubtful how far the absorbing duties which a 
war will im upon, the Executive will leave Ministers 
at liberty to do justice te any other great measure which 
may meet with muck opposition. The second and the 
more important argument which is used for postponement, is 
based upon the assumption that the Bill will meet with the same 
kind of apposition that the Reform Bill of 1881 had to encounter ; 
that it must. necessarily be defeated, and that one or more dis- 
selutions. of Parliament must. follew, before it can be carried ; 
aad that thus the Gevernmeut of the country must suffer greatly, 
beth ia its executive ability at home and in its influence 
from the distractious caused by domestic dissensions and the 
uacertaixty of its continuance as.a Goverament. But itis obvious 
that any weight. whieh cam be attached to this. argument must 
depend upon the character of the measure, and the reception 
country.

as the more recent measures of Free Trade have been compared 
with the vio’ent and heated debates of 1846, there is no reason 
why the Government should not make an effort to redeem their 
pledge. ‘The prudence of doing so depends entirely upon the 
character of the measure and the extent of the opposition it is 
likely to meet with. 

The great and striking feature of the measure is its.impar- 
tiality. It lays down broad and distinct rules, well known to the

Looking to this measure as a whole, and taking the re-distri- 
bution of the members and the change of the franchise together, 
we own it seems difficult to conceive what party can object to 
the proposed changes. We can understand many objecting that 
the measure does not go far enough to meet their views, but we 
cannot understand that such will deny that, so far as they go in 
their directiou, the changes, as a whole, are a great step ; while 
we think it will be difficult for an opposite class of politicians to 
show that there is anything either dangerous or at variance with 
the constitution of the proposed measure. Every party in its 
turn has admitted the imperfections of our present representative 
system, and has professed more or Jess eagerness for its reform. 
We cannot, therefore, conceive that any party, whatever may be 
the case with individuals, will be found to object to the moderate 
test under which disfranchisement has been proposed. If the 
principle of numbers is to be recognised at all in the system, it 
will not be contended that 300 electors form too small a 
minimum for one member, or 500 electors for two ; nor, that if 
the system were to be wholly reconstructed, it would be possible 
to recognise constituencieseven so small. Then, with regard to 
the distribution of the disfranchised seats, it will be very difficult 
for the Country party to complain, when out of 62 borough seats, 
no fewer than 46 are to be added to the county representation. 
The Liberal party would have more reason to complain of an ar- 
rangement which transfers 46 borough geats to counties ; buteven in 
regard tosuch a complaint, it may fairly be answered that the prin- 
ciple of poptlation has been adopted, and haa been indiscriminately 
applied to counties and boroughs alike; and if therefore a larger 
portion have fallen to the couuties, it has only arisen from the 
fact, that the counties in relation to the rule of numbers have 
hitherto been less represented than the towns. But the reasons 
for giving so mavy additional members to the counties are even 
stronger, and of a character which cannot but reconcile the Liberal 
party to the arrangement, when the effect of the new 10/ fran- 
chise upon the constituency is considered. By this change every 
town and village in the kingdom is at once enfranchised, and 
placed upon av equality with the borough constituency. Every 
qualification which applies to boroughs will now apply to coun- 
ties, with the exception of the 6/ rating with 2} years’ residence, 
while the counties will possess the additional franchise of the 
forty-shilling freehold. Counties will, therefore, henceforth partake 
rather of the character of the often-proposed equal electoral dis- 
tricts with a uniform franchise, than of the specific class charac- 
ter which they have hitherto maintained. But they will not be 
the less on that peepee true onpreents of the prevailing interests 
and opinions of the district. In agricultural counties the ex- 
tended occupation franchise will enable the rural population more 
than ever to resist the influence of the urban freeholders ; while 
in the mining and manufacturing counties the true interests of 
those classes will be represented LY the occupiers in the populous 
towns and villages. Nor is it easy to understand upon what 
principle county members will be able to object to an extension 
of the franchise to 10/ occupiers, which in rural districts implies a 
more important social position than it does in towns. 


With 46 new members appropriated to counties, it is impossible 
that the Country party can object to 14 members being given to 
existing and new boroughs, especially when the same rule of 
population is followed; nor is it likely that any party will be 
found to object materially to two seats being given to the Inns of 
Court and one to the London University, as furnishing con- 
stituencies which are likely to be represented by men eminent for 
high character and great attainments. 


The five new franchises, common to counties and boroughs, 
are of a character which is likely to command very general sup- 
port. A fixed residence, and occupying a situation with an 
annual salary of 100/; the poesession of 502 for three years in a 
savings bank ; the payment of direct taxes amounting to 40s a 
year; the receipt of 102 in annual dividends from public stock ; 
a diploma from one of our universities,—are surely all tests of the 
position and qualificatioas of the possessors which will on all 
sides be admitted to entitle them to vote for members of the 
Legislature, if, by chance, they do not possess the more ordinary 
qualifications; nor is it probable that one or other of these 
tests will not include almost every person in the country, to whom 
it would be desirable to extend the franchise, who is not otherwise 

sed of it. The only other point, then, connected with the 
nchise which we have to consider is, the proposal to extend 
the right of voting in boroughs to persons rated at 6/, after ta 
residence within the borough of two and a half years. The 
Conservative party have seized upon this as the only portion of 
the Bill which they can venture to attack. But what grounds 
are there for the apprehensions they express? Let us see. In 
the first place, a siz-pound rating is in every case at least an 
eight-pound occupation ; in many it will be found to be a ten- 
pound occupation, when the provision will be a dead let- 
ter. Take, then, our large manufacturing towns. Nine- 
tenths of the working population occupy houses rented from 
42 to 6l a year:—the remaining tenth, consisting of the creat of 
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this class—men who by quiet industry and good conduct are in the 
enjoyment of the prizes of their order, such. as foremen, over- 
lookers, men of peculiar skill, and in whom I confidence is 
placed, and who moreover possess a taste for better dwéllings 
with more apartments, and with the means to gratify it 

houses from 8/ to 9 ayear. This is the class which the new 
6l rating franchise will include, and even only the most. fixed 
and settled among them. And when it is considered howmuch 
the disfranchisement of 1831, and now again the proposed dis- 
franchisement of the freemen have excluded the working classes 
from the represeutation, the present proposal to let in small 
number of the elite which this test will admit, is surely as modest 
a proposal as could have been made, and to which none but the 
highest-minded Tory can object. 

The measure as a whole is so framed, that while sixty-two 
of the existing seats are extinguished, no single person will be 
disfranchised ; and again, that there will be no person whatever 
who hereafter possesses the 10/ qualification that will not be 
entitled to a voice in the election of members of Parliament. As 
a measure of enfranchisement, we doubt if the new Bill will not 
prove even more extensive than that of 1831; but it is an exten- 
sion upon well-known and recognised tests of political fitness. 


There is one provision of the Bill which, though it bas been 
adopted in some of the recent colonial constitutions, is entirely 
novel to the public of this couutry: we allude to the mode by 
which, when there are more than two members for a place, the 
minority may he represented should it be so large as to equal 
two-fifths of the whole constituency. It is intended to’ accom- 
plish this by permitting each voter to record his vote for only 
two candidates where there are three members, and for three 
candidates when there are four members. At present the same 
majority can carry the whole three or four members as the case 
may be ; whilethe minority of a large city or cownty,. although 
it may number within half-a-dozen of the majority, is wholly 
unrepresented. But by the new plan proposed it will be"in the 
power of the minority, when its numbers come nearly. up to 
those of the majority, of concentrating all their votes upon their 
candidate to secure his return, instead of that of a third candi- 
date in the interest of the majority. By this means it 
is contended that public opinion will be much more fairly 
represented in Parliament, and that much bitter feeling and 
dissatisfaction will be prevented. No doubt it has always been 
the object of the constitution, that all parties} should be fairly 
represented in Parliament; but that has hitherto been accom- 
plished rather by the great variety of the constitaencies than by 
a scheme of representing minorities, however large in particular 
constituencies. And the result has been that no minority, how- 
large or small in any particular borough, has not in its opinions 
and views been represented in Parliament. Manchester has 
always returned two Liberals and Free-traders. Liverpool has 
usually returned two Conservatives and Protectionists. The large 
minority of Manchester, it is true, have not been represented by 
the members for Manchester, nor the large mivority of 
Liberals in Liverpool by the members for pool; bat, 
nevertheless, the minority of Manchester found its’'views re- 
presented by the members for Liverpool, ‘and the" minority 
of Liverpool found its views represented by the ~ mem- 
bers for Manchester; and thus throughout the country 
the minority everywhere, whatever its views, has found them 
represented by the members of other places where they vere 
those of the majority. But there are two considerations,whic 
would now point to the new plan as being, in some resp 
preferable to the old one. First, the disfranchisement; of | 
many seats will tend to limit the varieties of coustitnencies 
and the opportunities of minorities being represented; aad next, 
it would appear to be a preferable plan,in cases where the minority 
would be found sufficiently large to ensure the return of the third 
member, that they should have a person of their own choi 
known to them, intimately acquainted with their aubanienin 
and to whom they can have ready access. Itis a pian, too, 
which we think is likely to modify party asperity and to im- 
prove the general tone and quality of the representatives, 


Looking, then, at the measure as a whole, it is one which ad- 
dresses itself so directly to the approval of all moderate mep, 
whether Reformers or Conservatives, for the fairness and im- 
partiality, and at the same time the completeness, ofits provisions 
throughout, that there seems but little room for such excitement 
or agitation in the discussions upon its provisions as would 
inconistent with a vigorous prosecution of the war, should, 
be necessary. Nor, considering how little open to opposition 
the changes proposed, is there any ground for supposing that t 
Bill will not be into a law before the close of the session. 
It is true that auch being the case, a dissolution muat before jong

BILL FOR THE PURIFICATION OF ELECTIONS. 


Wuatever weight may be held to attach to objections against 
the prosecution of the great measure of Parliamentary Reform, in 
the ‘midst of an impending or an actual war, it will be felt on all 
hands that these objections in no degree apply to the two Bills 
which Lord Jobn Russell obtained leave to introduce at the close 
of last week—one for the better prevention of bribery and intimi- 
| dation, and the other for improving the mode of trying con- 
“} troverted. election returns. These are merely questions of 
administration and detail. Every one is agreed as to the impor- 
} tance and desirableness of the objects sought to be obtained. 

The sole matter for discussion regards the suitableness of the 
Hp provisions for securing the objects which all parties 

‘have, or profess to have in view. On this point we have a few 
observations to make. And, first, as to the Bribery Bill. 

The Bill itself we have not yet before us ; but from the sketch the 
Noble Lord gave of his plan on moving for leave to lay it before 
Parliament; we believe it will be found that he has hit upon the 
} true direction in whith a remedy is to be sought. We do not, 

indeed, hope that the proposed enactments will be perfectly or 

even signally successful; for,as we have often argued, we are 
convinced that it is only by circuitous and incidental measures, 
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!and not by direct penal prohibitions, that undue electoral 
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influences can be effectually checked ;—they must be pre- 
vented, not forbidden—they must be rendered difficult, not penal— 
in order to cease or greatly to diminish. But we are of opinion that 
the enactments now suggested will do all that can be done by 
direct legislation, and that no objection beyond that of inade- 
quacy can be urged against them; and it is gratifying to observe 
that they are precisely those which we have more than once 
strenuously advocated in the columns of this jéurnal. 

1, In the first place, Lord John proposes to define clearly what 
is and what is not bribery and treating. So far good. A clear 
definition of the law is the first and most necessary step towards | 
its comprehension and enforcement ; and at present in this |

particular the law is, if not very faulty, at least very imperfectly 
understood. The Noble Lord tells us that he proposes to define 
bribery and treating “‘ nearly” as they are defined by the 
existing law. We trust he will be induced to give this point the 
fullest reconsideration. Bribery may, perhaps, stand as it does 
now ; but the enactments agaiust treating may admit of modifi- | 
cation, or at least of so clear a definition as will effectually 
separate acts performed as the ordinary amenities of life from | 
those which are done only with a view to purchase a vote or to | 
reward the voter,

has given. The moral certainty may be absolute, and yet the | 
legal proof be totally inadequate. Electioneering bnilies do not | 
say—and if this clause be passed, will be doubly cautions of | 
saying—* If you do not vote as I wish, I will turn you ont of 
“‘ your farm, or discharge you from my employment, or withdraw 
“‘my custom from your shop.”

Tae magnitude and value of the trade with Russia is now a 
question of considerable importance. What the nation will lose 
by its interruption or destruction can starcely be estimated. For 


some of the loss compensativn will be found, while other parts of | 


it, ramifying in many directions, will be greater than appears 
in any statistical returns. Setting sach estimates aside, we only 
mean to uring together a few facts to show the present amount of 
the trade. 

What effect the very large exports of grain from Rassia this 
year may have ia giving an impetas—similar to the impetus given 
in 1847-48—to its trade, cannot be known; but for the last ten 
years, with the exception of 1847-48, the trade has been declining.

We 
are pot yet. in possession of the returns for 1853, but we have 
good reason to infer from our own tables published last week, that 
the value of our exports to Russia was less in 1853 than in 1852. 
It is true the value is only given of one or two'articles ; but while 
the total quantities of every article exported have increased very 
much, the share of them exported to Ruasia (except of plain

and tin), was considerably less last year than the year before.

With, 
these exceptions, our trade—and particularly. our. trade in-textile 
fabrics, which the Russian Government has-undertakea to induce 
its people to manufacture for themselves—has been latterly 


-declining. 


The principal articles that we habitually import from Rassia, 
besides timber and corn, are bristles, flax, hides, linseed and flax~ 
seed, tallow, and wool. Passing over timber, and saying only of 
wheat, that Russia supplies us with a larger quantity than: any 
other country, or about one-sixth of the whole of our importa, not 
including flour, of which it sends none ; and passing over oats, of 
which it supplies about a third of our imports; the following is: a 
view of the quantities of the other principal articles imported from 
Russia in the three years 1848-50, the latest of which the detailed 
accounts are yet published, with the total. imports of those 
articles from all countries, and the proportion which the imports 
from Russia bear to the whole :—

From which it appears that we receive from Russia more than 
nine-elevenths of the bristles we import, about three-fourths of 
the flax, nearly two-thirds of the hemp, one-sixtieth of the hides, 
more than five-sixths of the linseed, five-sevenths of the tallow, 
and less than one-twentieth part of the wool. The other articles 
imported from Russia are comparatively unimportant. Most 
of these, however, are articles of general growth, and'we shall un- 
doubtedly obtain. them to a considerable extent from other 
quarters at. someenhancement of price, while it.is by no means 
improbable that these products of the Czar’s empire will find 
access to our markets, or will go to other countries, from which 
we shall derive the same articles with some little additional cost. 
When we remember what devices were bad recourse to in the 
French war, such as bringing silk from Italy round by Congtan- 
tinople and all through Germany to England, we have no doubt 
that we shall get the articles we now derive from Russia from 
other places, or from Russia itself, by a roundabout road. The 
chief consequence of the war which interrupts the usual commu- 
nication with Russia will be to make the rest of the world 
which supplies articles similar to those we derive from Russia 
come into competition with her, and enhance the price generally 
of the articles, except in Russia. Somewhere there will be a 


limitation of consumption, and from that Russia will suffer more | 


than. we shall suffer from the rise of price, which will. bring: us 
supplies from other quarters. We cannot, however, look com- 
placently on the losses: which will be occasioned by a war, 
and must express a hope that'such wanton, we may call them, 
interruptions to the peaceful. prosperity of society as are now 
perpetrated by the Czar, will hasten the extinetion, allover tlie 
world, of the despotism, superstition, and false ideas of national 
glory and national greatness from which. wars spring, 





CUSTOMS REFORM. 
Some observations which we recently made upon the subject of 
Customs Reform seem to have been either very much misunder- 
stood or misrepresented. So far from coutending tirat nothing 
remains to be done in the future, it is a subject to which we 
emphatically say the word’ finality can never apply. The-ever- 
chavging character and nature of our cowmerce demaud,. from 
year to year, from month to month, and almost.from week. to 
week, revisions, modifications, and chauges. in the rules.which 
regulate the tradeof our ports :—some of which are applicable 
to individual exceptional cases, while others constitute: a. per- 
manent change in the practice applicable to: all. cases.. It we 
required any proof of such a.necessity, we have only to refer. to 
the number of Treasury orders which are. issued. from.time to 
time with a view to harmonise the law to special cases. and. to a 
new state of things-not contemplated by the Legislature, The bulk 
of these, it is proper to observe, proceed from.applications made by 
the Commissioners of Customs as necessity arises, to enable them 
the better to: provide for the exigencies of trade and. the ad- 
ministration of their department throughout the numerous ports 
of the United Kingdom ; while nota few proceed from tie appli- 
cation of private individuals, which experience has taught. mer-

{ searching opportunity will thus be afforded to Parliament for 
|} controlling those important branches of the public service, and 
doing full justice as well to the heads of the d ats as to 
the pnbdiic at large; and we are satisfied that all parties will be 
benefited by more frequent discuss‘on and unreserved expla- 


But what we did complain of, ard what we must continue to 
do, ‘was, that certain parties professing to be zealous Customs 
reformers, who seem to be so wedded to agitation, or to have 
some ulterior object in view, that failing any jast ground of attack 
upon the administration of the Customs, have attempted to get 
up acry against one of the most obvious reforms which have been 
made for the convenience of the trade of London and Liverpool 
in particular. We allude to the new way of accepting a general 
bond for the removal of goods from one port to another. And 
here we may remark that if the plan be open to objections at all, 
at least the Commissioners of Customs are innocent of originating 
it. We have the means of knowing that it was adopted by the 
Governmefit on the earnest representations of some of the 
leading firms of the City; who have never failed to admit 
it to be one of the greatest boons conferred upon their trade. 
Now, what are the facts? It has of late years been considered 
a wise policy to afford every facility for the development of the 
bonding system. One measure with this view has been to per- 
mit goods to be removed from one port to another under bond 
for their delivery in such port, or the payment of the duty. This 
branch of oar transit trade has risen in a few years to one of 
great magnitude and is rapidly increasing. But the expense, 
loss of time, trouble both to principals and their sureties, and 
Custom-house agents’ fees, when a separate bond was required 
for’ each separate travsaction, however small, became a serious 
grievance and interraption to trade. At the earnest re- 
quest of some of the chief merchants the Government 
consented to dispense with separate bonds for each trans- 
action, and to accept one general bond to cover all the 
transactions of each firm, which might be current at any 
particular moment, with such regulations for their use as should 
secure the revenue against loss. No wonder that a facility so 
great, involving as it does so much economy of time and 
money, 80 many visits to the Custom-house for principals and 
sureties, and so many fees to agents, should have been so 
eagerly adopted. Bat we are astonished that any one pretending 
to be'a reformer of Customs practices should object toa system 
possessing so many advantages, and harmonising so much with 
all the plans of modern times for reducing the labour and 
expenses connected with trade to a mioiumum. It is trae it 
has been attempted to show that the system involves risk of 
forgery, or abuse by clerks who may be intrusted with forms signed 
in blank. But sarely the same risk applies to almost every trans- 
action of merchants, who are themselves the best judges of what 
means are needed for their own protection from the frauds of 
their servants or their agents. This is no part of the 
duty of a Government. All that they have to do is tu 
remove every possible obstacle from trade which a due 
regard to the safety of the revenue will admit of ;—to affurd 
every facility for the condact of business in the most expeditious 
and economical manner ;—and having done their duty in this 
respect, they may safely leave the public to avail themselves of 
such relaxations in the law, with a full assurance that each will 
apply them to his own case in a way at once most convenient 
and secure to himself. To relinquish the system of general 
bonds; and go back to the clumsy plan of separate bonds, would 
be as indefensible and is as little likely to take place, as itis that 
we should abandon the uniform penny postage and go back to the 
antiquated postage of our fathers. Yet such is the object for 
which some men arte striving, and that, too, in the name of 
“Customs Reform.” It is against such an abuse of terms that 
we protest, and not against any well-considered i veuent 
which may be proposed. We write in the sense 
acknowledging no finality, and against retrogression.

From the return, which embraces paupers of all kinds as well 
?s able-bodied paupers, we see, with much more regret than sur- 
prise, that the uumber of paupers of all kinds relieved on 
Jan. 1, 1854, was 11,276 more than on Jan. 1, 1853. The in- 
crease in all is 1-4 per cent. The increase in the number of able- 
bodied paupers receiving relief on Jan. 1, 1854, was 8,430, an 
increase of 6°6 per cent., nearly four-fifths of the whole. The 
increase is proportionably very large in Middlesex and Surrey— 
increase of all paupers, 13°4 and 13-0 per cent. ; and of able-bodied 
paupers, 32'4 and 24°5 per cent. The other counties conspicuous 
for an increase in panperism generally are:—Hertford, 9°4 per 
cent. ; Lancaster, 8 ; Cumberland, 68 ; Southampton, 76. ‘They, 
too, except Cumberland, are conspicaous for an increase of able- 
bodied paupers :—Hertford, 23-0 per cent.; Lancaster, 22-2 ; 
Southampton, 13. Several other counties have a large increase 
of able-bodied paupers, such as:—Bedford 11 per cent. ; Cam- 
bridge, 14; Essex, 12; Kent, 11; Leicester, 19; Suffolk, 16; 
Warwick, 13°4; and York North Riding, 74. In some counties 
thereis adecrease of general pauperism, of which the following are 
the most remarkable :—In Cornwail, 4:7; Dorset, 5; Lincoln, 
3:4; Monmouth, 6°8 ; Northampton, 2°8 ; Somerset, 3°4 ; Stafford, 


4; Wilts, 2°8; and Worcester, 81. The decrease of able-bodied 


paupers is :—3°2 in Back :, 8-2 in Cornwall, 4-2 in Dorset, 49 in 
Glouce:t +r, 222 in Hereford, 5°5 in Lincoln, 7-2 in Monmoath, 7°7 
in Somerset, 3:7 in Stafford, 3:4 in Westmorland, 7°8 in W orcester, 
and 3°7 in York East Riding. The increase of able-bodied paupers 
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extends over a wide surface of England. In Wales it is confined 
to three counties, and two only snffer from the general in- 
crease of pauperism; and this peculiarity of Wales suggests an 
explanation of the increase. 

Notwithstanding its general nature there are some marked 
differences, of which the decrease in Wales is one. Another is the 

t decrease in Hereford, Worcester, Dorset, and Somerset. 

o refering to the corresponding return to the present for 1853, 
it will be seen that then, in almost all the Welsh counties, there 
was an increase of paurerism, while in the great majority of the 
English there was a decrease. At the same time there was an 
increase in Dorset, in Hereford, and Somerset, where there is 
now a decrease. In all these cases, therefore, the present de- 
crease is on a former increase. Notwithstanding the generality 
of the increase, we may say it confines itself in a great measure 
to the metropolis, the counties in its vicinity, to Lancaster, 
Leicester, Southampton, and Warwick, which may be con- 
sidered as in the vicinity of the metropolis, or at least that the 
population partakes of the metropolitan character. The remote 
counties are less affected, and only in Cumberland is there an 
increase. It is pretty clear, therefore, that the increase is mainly 
in the town population. 

It may be further inferred that it is of casual poor. The 
increase is on the Ist of January, In the present year the season 
has been particularly cold, fuel is expensive, particularly in the 
towns, provisions are extremely dear, and these circumstances 
explain, if they give no satisfaction, some of the increase of able- 
bodied panpers. The strikes in Lancashire account for the 
increase there. On inspecting the classes relieved, too, it will 
be seen that a large part of the increase arises from want of work, 
and another large portion from families taking refoge in the 
workhouse. These citcumstatces encourage the hope that the 
increase is of a temporary nature, and that the return of genial 
weather, the reduction in freight lowering the price of fuel, the 
restoration of harmony in the manufacturing districts, and a 
decline in the price of provisions, will again reduce pauperism. 


» This temporary increase, however, shows us that all the 
general causes, whatever they may be, of pauperism are still in 
existence, and that we must not expect an approach to its 
total extinction till they are removed. Fiee Trade and the 
gold discoveries, cheap food and a rapid increase of employ- 
ment, had mest beneficial effects in reducing pauperism, but 
their influence is no longer equal to the baneful influence 
which causes pauperism at all times. The increase in 
relieved want, but did not extinguish impro- 
vidence. It lessened pauperism, but, having beeu abused, it has 
led to destitution. It has given the workmen of Lancashire the 
means of standing idle for a considerable time, which has 
perised the least prosperous aod careful. It has increased 
our knowledge, like all vicissitudes and all changes, but it 
could not correct the evil habits long ago contracted. Free 
Trade and prosperity have nowise lessened the funds appro- 
ptiated. by the law to the engendering and nourishing of 
pauperism, but they have probably much increased the dis- 
— and the habit to interfere with the people. To multiply 
terference when all modern experience proves that it is only 
by abstaining from interfering and by abolishing old restric- 
tions that society prospers, is to force on pauperism both of mind 
and of body. If Free Trade have given enlarged means and 
increased revenue, the public expenditure has not been dimi- 
nished. Free Trade could not supply education where education 
was before not in existence, norimprove the education which exists. 
It could not at once subvert the system of teaching uncommon 
things, and of allowing common things to be unobserved, or of 
laying obstacles in the way of acquiring a knowledge of them. 
But the uncommon things, so intensly and almost exclusively 
t at schools and universities— Latin and Greek, for example, 
mythology and crabbed law—have no influence in lessening pau- 
m or in making people avoid it. Common things, such as 
everyday acts, saving a penny, or making a penny honesily, 
labouring and producing wealth, and prudently taking care of it, 
each man seeing that he gets his own, and looking after it him- 
self, not trusting other people to look after it for him, nor even 
allowing them if they pretend to do it from knowing better than 
he knows, and therefore assuming power over him and his 
affairs, are chiefly concerned with pauperism. Independence 
is the antagonist of pauperism, aud all kinds of care-taking 
by one class of another class are at variance with individual 
independence, and promote pauperism. To investigate the 
causes of general pauperism in society would lead us; however, 
far and wide ; and we can only say, whatever they may be, that 
Free Trade was only calculated to overcome their influence for a 
time, and that to get rid of pauperism altogether we require a 
succession of Free-trade measures, or measures removing the ob- 
stacles which ignorance and presumption have heretofore placed 
in the way of individual independence and social progress. 





THE NEW TARIFF OF THE UNITED STATES. 
Ix the late Message of the President of the United States, the 
removal of the import duties from all raw materials was pro- 
mised. In the list of these materials, subsequently received 
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we observe that “linens, bleached or nableached,” and ** lastings 
for making shoes, slippers, boots, &c.,” are admitted duty free, . 

That the duties should be removed from the materials used 
in the important manufacture of shoes “ for the million” was not 
at all surprising, but it is extraordinary that “linens and 
lastings for shoes” which are worn only by females, and those 
chiefly of the middle and upper classes, should be allowed to be 
imported duty free, whilst ‘*leather,” used by the whole mass of 
the population, from the President to the peasant, is doomed by 
this new legislation to pay an import duty of 25 per cent.—five 
per cent. more than its present duty. — z 

The palpable inconsistency of placing ‘ linens and lastings,” 
which have passed through various processes, and are in truth ma- 
nufactures, with duty-free raw goods, and placing “leather,” which 
is merely the raw hide after the simple process of tanning, amongst 
silks and satins, can only be accounted for by the supposition that 
some class inflaence has been used to obtain this protection on 
leathey. Itreminds us of the agitation got up by the English tanners 
on a former occasion. When Sir Robert Peel, in 1843, proposed 
to remove the duty from leather, they represented to the House 
of Commons that if the measure were carried they would be 
ruined—that the leather manufacture, which was, according to 
Mr M‘Culloch, ‘ the fourth in importance, if not the third,” 
would be overwhelmed by foreign importations, &c. &c.; but 
fortunately for them there were in the Government wiser heads 
than theirs, the duty was abolished. The result was some 
temporary inconvenience, but now there is not a manufacture in 
the kingdom that is, in all its branches, in a more flourishing 
condition. Our leather has been placed in competition with 
French, German, Dutch, Belgian, Spanish, Brazilian, and even 
United States leather, the manufacturers of which have sent into 
our tree market their best specimens, but it has thriven in com- 
petition with them all. 

the United States were, after the example of England, to 

remove this duty, the result would be an increased exchange of 
the goods of both nations. The well-finished and better 
managed oak bark tannages of England would find their way to 
Boston and New York, whilst the equally useful, but more 
unsightly, hemlock-made leather of Baltimore would obtain 
more buyers in England. The quality of American leather would 
soon be improved by the rivalry of our manufacturers, and the 
relative prices of leather of both countries be more equalised. 
The character of American boots and shoes would be raised (at 
present they are very inferior to English), and an important and 
advantageous branch of commerce would be greatly extended 
We have been led to make these remarks by the circular of 
Messrs T. J. and T. Powell, an extract from which, giving 
aaa eee on the subject, appeared in our paper 
ast week. 








COMMERCE AND REVENUE OF 
(From a Correspondent). 

THE commercial policy of the Empire of Brazil has, as our 
readers know, always been based on Free-trade principles. At 
no period of its independent existence has Brazil imposed.duties 
on imports for any other purpose than that of revenue ; and*how 
that Brazil has a surplus revenue after defrayiog all expenditure, 
its Legislature has conferred on its Government power to-make a 
thorough revision of its customs tariff, and the Imperial Govern- 
ment is at present engaged in preparing and completing a mea- 
sure which will generally lower import, and wholly abolish 
export duties. In the expectation that a new Brazilian tariff will 
be shortly received in Europe, we propose to make a few remarks 
on the results of the commercial policy and on the financial 
condition of this important country, our fourth-best’ foreiga 
customer. 

When the independence of Brazil was acknowledged by 
Great Britain, the recognition was followed by a commercial | 
treaty, negotiated and concluded by the late Sir Robert Gordon. 
By this treaty, Brazil was bound not to impose during its cur- 
rency higher duties on British imports than 15 per cent. ad 

em. This stipulation necessarily governed and controlled 
its duties on the goods and imports of all other countries; 80 
that whilst the treaty lasted, Brazil was practically unable to raise 
its tariff above that rate. The restriction had its disadvant 
as well as its advantages; the former, happily, prove to have 
been temporary only—tie latter appear to be permanent. The 
treaty expired in 1844. Now, from 1826 to 1844 was the crisis 
and, we may well say, the agony of Brazilian history. The Empire 
was during this period plagued and disturbed by war with the 
Argentine States, by a succession of internal distarbances, by a 
prolonged rebelliou in its great southern province of the Rio 
Grande do Sul, by the disastrous personal policy of Dom Pedro 
I., by his unexpected abdication, by desperate intestine disputes 
during @ minority, and by a weak Regency. All these causes very 
seriously increased the expenses of the State. In so large and 
thinly-peopled a country, the chief source of revenue was of course 
import duties. Bat these, we have seen, were restricted in amount 
by the English treaty. During its continuance, Brazil was 
therefore unable, by a revision of the tariff, to adjust its finances, 
and was compelled to go on staggering under the weight of an 
annual deficit, which in the year 1844 reached one million

And, whilst the revenues of Brazil are increasing, the foreign 
debt. of the Empire is decreasing. It is now less by one million 
sterling than the nominal amount originally contracted. At no 
period during its greatest financial difficulties have the dividends 
gone unpaid; on the contrary, they have been regularly and 

y met as they half-yearly fell due; and thereby the 
eredit of the Government in Europe, and the self-respect of the 
qoute in Brazil, have been maintained. Now, too, that Brazil 

a surplus, the gradual amortization of its bonds has been 
resumed, and, if persevered in, will at no very distant period lead 
to its complete extinction. 

Into the present state of the commercial prosperity of Brazil 
we are not going to enter. How substantial it is, is well known 
to. all our readers engaged in its trade. But as these are facts 
not so generally known in England, they will form a valuable 
addition to the great store of proofs that in complete freedom of 
commerce lies the real welfare of all nations and people.

Agriculture. 


AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS. 
SEVERAL very sharp frosts during the past week have checked 
much advance of vegetation, and have probably been so far 
beneficial. A rapid growth in February is never desirable, as 
the crops are sure to receive a check afterwards, and at a stage 
of their growth more likely to be injurious. These frosts have 
been usefal to pulverise the land, which is now getting dry, and 
being well prepared for spring cropping. The prices of all kinds 
of grain have again declined during the week, and though some 
authorities in the corn trade—such asthe Mark Lane Eapress— 
seem to predict a reaction and another advance in prices, the 
general opinion seems to be that we have seen the highest prices 
of the season. That consumption must have been checked by 
the high prices of this year is certain. while importation must 
have been stimulated to the utmost, and we believe that, not- 
withstanding the known deficiency of last year’s wheat crop, 
that our period of greatest difficulty has been passed ; provided 
the prospect for the ensuing season continue as favourable as it 
appears at present. After so severe a winter as we haveex- 
perienced, we may reasonably anticipate a genial spring aad a 
warm summer, and ifso, an early harvest will render the interval 
between the past and the coming harvest much shorter than 
usual, 

The lambing season is now generally commencing, and in some 
instances we hear of losses amongst the breeding flocks. Thus, 
the Wiltshire Independent says, “the lambing season in the 
Southern division of Wilts has proved in the generality of 
instances one of the most unfortunate on record—a resalt at- 
tributed to the badness of the hay and a variety of other causes,’’ 
We are disposed to think that such casualties commonly occur in 
inclement seasons from keeping the ewes too low, or too much on 
turnips without a sufficient -uantity of dry food ; we have 
seldom known much loss in a breeding flock where plenty of 
good dry food is given, and where turnips are sparingly used 
for ewes previously to lambing. 

Amongst recent indications of the more healthy tone the agri- 
cultural mind has of late acquired, we may meution that a com- 
mittee of farmers, meeting at St Albans, in Hertfordshire, invite 
contributions for a testimonial to J. B. Lawes, Esq. -» of 
Rothamsted, Herts, whose admirable experiments have so greatly 
advanced scientific agriculture. Mr W. Kerl, of Harpenden, 
Herts, is the secretary to the committee, and ‘subscriptions for 
this just object are invited. The committee suggest that mo- 
derate sums by a large number of persons will best evince the 
gratitude of the agricultural community, aud “ that it might be 
suggested for the guidance of the large body of tenant-farmers— 
who, it is believed, will desire to record their respect and gra- 
titude to Mr Lawes for his services—that the sum, say of J0s, 
would be a convenient starting point for the subscriptions, leaving 
it at the same time open for any who may desire it, to deviate 
from that amount, as their feelings or wishes may dictate.”

of Mr Smith, of Lois Weedon, furnishes a striking illustration. 
It wil] be recollected that tbat plan consists of cultivating wheat, 
year after year, without mavure, on the same land, every 
alternate year. Three rows are plauted a foot apart, then a space 
of three intervenes, then another set of three rows, thea a space, 
and so onover the whole field. The spaces are deeply forked 
apd weeded throughout the year io preparation for a crop the 
following year, woen the land on which a crop bas been grown is 
to be fallowed in the same way. In a preface to the twell/th 
edition of hig tract explaining and eulogising his plan, Mr Smith 
says :— 

Had any argument or any fact been wanting to strengthen this persuasion, 
it would have been supplied by the incidents of the present year. The year 
1853 will long be remembered as, perhaps, one of the woret years for wheat, in 
respect to yield, ever knuwn. W here.one good farmer looked for five quarters 
per acre, he reaped only three; where another felt aseured of four, be found it 
dwindie 1o two. There are «xceptions; but so it bas been generally. I am 
Cu'tivating a 4-acre piece of light iand, not manured for the last seven years, and 
this year’s crop of wheat was the fourth in succession. What, in my case, bas 
thie year’s produce been? It 0 happens that two fields, to the right and left 
of mine, and of precisely the same character and quality with mine, were 
aleo im wheat this year. The one crop had foliowed beans manuted with the 
richest dressing of vil-cake dung ; the other crop was, part on fallow, aud part 
after vetches, fed off; The yield of the former, by general opinion, is set at 
16 bushels, or thereabouts; of the latter at 20. For mine, no one, I believe, 
not even the most incredulous scoffer, has ever estimated the produce at less 
than 40 bushels. 

This, too, must be upon the half-acre. 








AGRICULTURAL LABOURERS’ DWELLLINGS. 


A MovVEMENT has commenced in Scotland for the improvement of 
the cottages of the peassatry, which we hope will be followed up 
effectually, and that it may be taken up on this side of the Tweed. 
It is impossible to estimate the inconvenience and losses sustained 
by peongiers of farms for want of a sufficient, number of cottages, 
and to the labourers.themselves the evils are yet greater. The now 
propped alteration of the Law of Settlement in England will pro- 
biy relieve landowners from the fears. they have entertained 
that, in providing cottages, they are creating burdens om the poor 
rates. In the actual state of British husbandry, it has become alike 
the duty and the interest of landed proprietors to erect a certain 
number of comfortable cottages on each farm to be let with the 
farm, and some others also to be let directly to the labourers. At 
the seme time there need be no useless expense incurred by erecting 
cottages which do not meet the wants. and notions of comfort 
the Jabourers themselves. Thus, at an adjourned meeting 
of the Association for Improvement of Agricultural Labourers’ 
Dwellings, beld in Edinburgh, the Marquis of Tweeddale said :—~ 

Forty-nine years ago, when he succeeded to his estates, the houses inhabited 
both by binds and agricultural Jabourers were very far from what be could i.ve 
Mesired, ana be, at an early period of life, set himself to remedy the evil, eo far 
as he could, but he found that what he thought would be improvements were 
not so regarded by the people themselves, For instance, with ‘respect to the 
box-bed and, the two rooms, he had been told by the Jabourers that they did 
not wieh to dispense with the one, and that they could not. afford to have the 
other, for the box-bed was comfortable in winter, and, if their house was 
enlarged, it would be of no use to them unless they received more wages to get 
what wae necessary for a larger cottage. If they had more. than one room 
they must have more than one fire, and more fires required more wages to 
maintain them, The.sbort and the long of bis experience waa this, that if the 
labourers weie.to get larger houses they must have increased wages. The 
people. were guite alive to the necessity fur a separation of th sexes; but, eo 
far_as he had seen, this was not so well obrained by the dividing of a house, 
as in themodern cottage, into a number of pantries and closets, as by its being 
simply divided into two apartments. They also objected to having roome up- 
Staire, because they were too cold in winter and too hot in summer. 

So Lord Kinnaird said :— 

He quite agreed with what had fallen from the noble Duke in the chair at 
the Jast meeting, that it was a practice attended with the best results to have 
all the cottages not required for fee’d labourers on a farm leased directly from 
the Jandiord, and not from the farmer. He had adopted that plan himeelt, 
and found it, as the noble Duke had done, resulting in great improvement 
®@mong the occupants. He quite agreed with the framers of this report, that 
the. smprovements now ro very desirabie would be a work of time. As it had 
just. been remarked by the Marquis of Tweeddale, they had the babits of the 
people,to get rid of, which couid not be done in a duy. One way to do this 
waa by landlords viriting the dwellings of the peasantry on their estates more 
frequently than he feared many of them were in the habit of doing, to see that 
they made a proper use of the accommudation afforded them. 


That it is desirable toafford a higher standard of comfort is un- 


deniable. Sir George Sinciair said :— 


He bad seen many cottages which were like Noah’s Ark, containing ani- 
malsof every kind, and the box-bed was in these all the separation between 
buman and the bruie creature. It had often been pleaded in excuse for 
en es little or no convenience for the separation of the sexes, that 
cared for pothing better. Now, this was the very best reason in the world 
for organising such @n aseociation, which wou'd, ere long, be the meaus of 
procuring them sometbing better, and then they would soon care for better, 
Gbe better for it im every way—moraliy as weil as physically. Why, if 
@ pretext.es-the one be now alluded to avd condemned had been closely 
dhered to, the New Town of Edin: urgh would. never have been built. The 
aristocracy in the Old Town did pot care for better houses while they lived 
bhere im the days of old, till those who speculated in house building began 
the splendid houses in the New Town, and guve them a taste for better 
wellings, end then better dwellings they would have, and had obtained, inti- 
itely to the advantege of their health, and comfort, and to the magnificence 
Edinburgh. He himself was born in the Oid Town, ine house which had 
by hie father and gravdfather. His father did not care for a 

er bouse than he had in the Old Town til be bad lived in onein the New;

The Moniteur published on Tuesday Inst @ document of consider- 
able interest, It was a letter.which the Emperor of the French had 
sent to the Czar, to whom he makes new propositions in the names 
of the English and French Cabinets. The Russian troops should be 
recalled from the Privcipalities and the combined fleets from the 
Black Sea, the Czar should be allowed to negotiate directly with 
Turkey, but the resu!t of the negotiations ought to be ratified by the 
great Powers of Europe. The tone cf the document is very firm, 
| and nearly threatening, aud the public was startled by its publi- 
cation. It is quite out of the diplomatic way to publish an 
. autograph letter of one sovereign addressed to another, and it was 
immediately reported that Louis Napolvon had sent it to the Moni- 
teur after he had rec: ived a nega/ive answer from the Czar. 
However, the journal La Patrie having hinted that the answer 
had arrived, the Monifeur contadicted this statement in the most 
positive terms, tad said that the Government had been obliged to 
to publish it to correct the erroneous accounts which bad been given 
of it by the English and French papers (the Times and L’Assemdiec, 
Nationale. ) 
The official reason is evidently a pretext, which does not deprive 
the iasertion of that letterin the Monileur of its gravity. | 








It is confidently reported that the Czar’s answer bas act arrived, 
but the Eavperor has received a telegraphic despatch from General 
Castelbajac, our Ambassador at St Petersburg, who says that the 
Emperor is determined upon a negative answer, 

I think that the Eagtish and French Cabinets neither hoped sor 
desired that the Czar would submit to such propositions. - Suppose | 
the negotiations had been resumed directly between the Czir and 
the Sultan, Nicholas would have insist-d upon the acceptation of 
the origina! note of Prince Menachikoft; and the Sultan, being sup- 
ported. by. the Western Powers, would not have submitted to such 
conditions. The tedious negotiations of the last twelve months 
would have begua again, and things would have been exactly at the 
same point at the end of 1854, and commercial and financial affairs 
would have continued to languish in a state of uocertainty. 

Louis Napoleon seems to have made up his mind for war, but he 
desires to convince the French nation that he embarks unwillingly 
in such a dangerous undertaking. He hus published his letter as 
@ sort of manifesto addressed to the nation, as a justification of his 
conduct in the whole affair, and toavoid the responsibility of the 
events to come. 





The Moniteur will probably announce in a few days the answer 
has arrived, and the Czar rejeets the last propositions, so that the 
French Government has no other resource than to prepare for war. 

The Journal. des Debats avnounced on Saturday last that the 
Austrian Cabinet had vot only refus:d to sign 4 treaty of neutrality 
towards Russia, but bad declared to Count Orloff that it would con- 
sider as a casus belli the passage of the Danube, or the preiongation | 
of the stay of the Russian army in the Priticipalities. 

That high tone was so contrary to the usual ways of Austrian 
diplomacy, that such a statement was immediately disbelieved, and | 
the private letters which have been received trom Vienna say tisat 
the language of the Austrian Emperor has not been s0 warlike. He 
has indeed refused to take an engagement ; but he has declared that |

CUSTOMS DUTIES. 
To tne Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—Referring to Mr Morgan’s obj-ctions to the general bond for 
the removal of warehoused goods, Iam exceedingly obliged to him 
for affording me so little scope for reply to his last letter, in which 
he now narrows his objections to the solitary point that if a mer- 
chant should think fit to sign blank documents (“ several hundred at 
a time”), he would be exposed to fraud or accident on the part of 
those in whose hands he might place them for the purpose of trans- 
acting his business at the Custom-house. Now, surely this is a most 
invalid and frivolous objection. No regulations on earth could pro- 
tect a man from the reckless folly, abstractedly, of such a trans- 
action ; and if convenience prompts him to its adoption, he 
knowingly exposes himself to the consequences. I distinctly stated 
in my letter of the 3ist ult., that such an “ argument equally ap- 
plies to every case of delegation,” but “does not touch the propriety 
of the concession,” which after all is perfectly optional. 

I say that this is the only point reserved by Mr Morgan, because, 
though he displays some tenacity as to the “ recovering the liability 
of owners and importers,” he oaly opposes a dictatorial assertion— 
(he understands ciub law, if I de not “ commercial law ”)—against 
the practical facts I adduced in proof of the groundlessness of his 
fears. He still also adheres to his opinion that the revenue may 
“be plundered to alarge extent, dut it is not his business to explain 
Aow or by whom.” 

Mr Morgan deals in assertions; I deal in facts; and to convince 
you that merchants do not sympathise in his apprehensions for their 
welfare, I beg to inform you that since the date of my last commu- 
nication I hear that the following additional firms in my liae of 
business have precipitated themselves into the dreaded abyss of a 
general bond, viz., Absolon, Crocker, aad Co., How and Sons, Miller 
and Loucock, Pearse and Wediané, Woollatt Brothers, Philpot and 
Ballivart, D. Lloyd, Edwards and Sons, ard Fin.ham and Watson, 
besides, as 1 am given to understand, many influential firms at the 
outporis. In fact, notwithstanding Mr Morgan's admonition, it seems

Leave having been given to introduce Lord Jona Rassell’s measure of Pare 
liamentary reform, Mr Baines moved for leave to bring in a bill to amend the 
lawe relating to the settlement, removal, and chargeability of the poor. He 
explained briefly the substance of the prevent law of settlement end removal, 
the manner in which it operated, and how the area of chargeability was regu- 
lated; and he showed the effects of the existing law (by which ecarcely a 
single class of the community was not prejudiced), especially upen the pro- 
ductive indastry of the country, and upon the character and the residences of the 
labourers, The present law of settlement gave a direct motive to prevent the 
building of cottages, so that the peasantry were sometimes, in close parishes, 
obliged to walk miles to the scene of their labour. He insisted upon the 
hardship of compulsory removal—a necessary incident cof the law of settle- 
ment. In 1849 there were no fewer than 13,867 orders of removal in England 
and Wales. The bill would establish unions as the areas of ohargeability, in-

Lord John Russell—after explaining the position of Lord Stratford and

SUPPLEMENTARY Inish AGRICULTURAL ReTURNS.—The Census Commir- 
sioner- have issued a supplementary return, siowing the extent of land under 
crops for each county and province in Ireland in 1852 and 1853, The 
following resume of the contents of this valuable doenment is extracted 
from the #reeman’s Journal:—In Leinster the decrease in wheat has 
been 20/615 scree; of oats, 45,126; of potatoes, 14,232; other green crope, 
3,350; mesdow and clover, 4,246—giving a total decreare of 87,569 
acres in 1853, a¢ compared with 1852. The principal increase has been 
in potetoee, 17,551 acres; in barley, bere, &c., 5,921; end in flax, 
65; totel imerease, 23,537 screr, Jeaving a balance in favour of 
decrease of 64,032 sores, Mun-ter exhibits a decrease, though far 
below the amount in Leinster. Wheat had fallen off to the extent of 
11,453; onte, 20,290; and potatoes, 7.967 acres; while barley, &c., had 
increased hy 5,821; turnips, 14,586; other green cropr, 271; flax, 1,040; 
meadow and clover, 8,336 acres; balance in favour of decrease, 9,676 acrer. 
Uister and Connanght both exhibit an increase in production. Ulster has in- 
creased in wheat, potatoes, turnips, green crops, and flax, and decreased in 
oate, barley, bere, meadow. The chief increase has been—in potatoes, 20,658, 
and in flex, 35,000 scres, and the principal decrease in oate, 59,827 acres— 
Palance of increare, 3,402 acres. Covnaught exhibits an increase in six heads, 
and a decresse in two. She has fallen off slightly in oate, 2,032 acres, and 
2,460 in meedow; while she bas increased 22,588 acres in potatoes, 3,518 in 
turnips, aud 1,317 in flex. The total increase of Connaught has been 26,429 
acres. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL, 
FRANCE, 


A slight improvement has been apparent in the trade of Paris 
during the last week. Several country shopkeepers, who have been 
waiting some months in expectation of the question of peace or war 
being decided, have been forced'to make some purchases in order to 
supply their customers. Provisions, particularly bread, have more- 
over deciined in price, and the peasantry have consequently more 
means at their disposal for the purchase of other articles of necessity. 
The demands of the country dealers are still very limited, and cannot 
produce ‘much effect on the Paris trade. The manafacturers of 
Kouen and in Aleece are suffering more than others by the stagna- 
tion in commercial affairs. They have been compelled to reduce the 
price of ‘their cottons and muslins in order 10 force sales. It is true 
that the raw material has declined im va'ue, and that the manu- 
facturers may consequently renew their stock at less cost. The 
principal wholesale houses in Paris have been for some time expecting 
this turn in affairs, and many of them have set out for Rouen and Mul- 
house to take advantage of it, There have been a few orders received 
for Paris ware from Australia, but otherwise the export trade is dull. 
The accounts received from the seaports of the fitting out of an extra- 
ordinary number of ships of war, and the fearsentertained that commer- 
cial relations between Great Britain and Russiamay be interrupted, have 
caused hemp to rise 10 percent. at Angers. The last prices quoted 
are 90f per 106 kilogrammes. There is but little doing in the tallow 
market; prices in Paris, nevertheless, have been influenced by the 
quotations from London. There has been a farther and a general de- 
cline in the price of wheat and flour during the last week. Four of 
the ‘best quality, which would have readily brought 104f the sack of 
157 kilogrammes in Paris on Saturday week last, can now be had for | 
| 102f. Speculators who have a large stock on hand have offered the | 
‘same quality at lower terms, the scarcity of money compelling them | 
to make a sucrifice.

Of course the revenue flows continually 
into the Bank, but there is a decrease of public securities to the 
amount of 596,050/; the Bank having cancelled deficiency bills 
apparently to that extent. The remaining decrease of securities, 
155,185/, is of private securities, indicating no demand on the 
Bank for money last week. The decrease of circulation has 

one in the main to increase the reserve and the rest.. The only 

dication of a demand for money is the decrease of the private 
deposits, the owners of which have found a use for them. 

he demand for money is more active than it was, but money 
is not scarce. It is placed on call at 4 per cent., and the best 
bills are discounted at 44 to 44. The demand, however, seems 
chiefly to arise from the internal business of the country, which 
continues to be very large. 

There is no alteration of importance in the exchanges. Those 
on Vienna have in the course of the week undergone great fluc- 
tuations, owing to the rumours there circulated of vacillating 
policy in the Austrian Government, but no business has been 
done on Vienna here.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENING, 

The arrivals of home-grown wheat in Mark lane have again 
been small, butthe foreiga supply is liberal, 15,180 qrs, and 7,590 
bris of flour. There have been too, according to Mr E. Rain- 
ford’s circular, 32 arrivals of grain-laden vessels off the coast 
from the Black Sea, of which 25 are cargoes of wheat. In conse- 
quence the wheat market has been drooping in the week. To- ; 
day the telegraph annoanced an improved-market.atLiver~ | 
pool, but English wheat and flour ‘continued very dull in 
Mark lane. There is, however, a good deal of business doing in 
foreign wheat, and 18 cargoes of the 25 mentioned above were sold 
on passage, and we heard of 5 cargoes from the’ Nortti ‘having 
had been sold by one merchant in the week. _Some wheat, as 
much as 100,000 qrs, will reach this country from Marseilles; 
where, as well as in other parts of the Continent, parties have 
rather over-bought themselves, and are now selling the wheat for 
this) market. The latest adviees, however, from the Continent 
show again a tendency to firmness, and probably the an- 
nouncement from Liverpool is the commencement of greater ac- 
tivity in the trade. 

‘Lhe trade in Mincing lane has also been dull this week. Sugar 
has been inactive, with no alteration of price. 

Coffee, too, has been languid, and for native Ceylon slightly 
lower prices have been accepted. According ‘to the following 
circular, the crop in Ceylon promises well if labour can he got to 
gather it in, but it seems the people there are threatened witha 
dearth from the failure of the rice crop. 

Saltpetre has been in demand in the week ; previous prices were 
obtained, but at the close of the week some was sald at a slight 
reduction. 

The tea market, notwithstanding the statement of large ship- 
ments from China, brought by the overland mail, continues firm. 
Daty was paid at this port during the week ended 9th instant on 
443,790 lbs, against 436,444 in the same period last year. About 
2,000 chests of common congou was sold to-day at 1s 14d, newal 
prompt, and 1s 0}d for cash to-morrow. The total clearances in 
the year to Saturday last were 3,907,701 Ibs, against 4,214,598 
in 1858. 

The silk market is stationary. 

Official aceount of the quantities of silk submitted to the con- 
ditioning process in Lombardy during 1853 :—Milan, 20,634 
bales, weighing net 3,971,027 lbs; Bergamo, 5,430 bales, 
weighing net 1,009,148 lbs ; Brescia, 1,500 bales, weighing nct 
$08,711 Ibs; Udina, 1,170 bales, weighing net 217,776 Ibs ; 
Como, 1,068 bales, weighing net 197,839 ibs. Silk is ‘‘ con- 
ditioned” on the Continent every time it changes hands. 

The total sales of cotton in the week in the Liverpool cotton 
market, which sum up to nearly 70,000 bales, showed the trans- 
actions to have been again on a large scale: and nearly 15,000 
pales more than from the daily reports of the brokers was 
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purchases reach 46,000 bales. Exporters have taken 3,000 bales, 
and speculators 20,000 bales. Middling cottons are 1-16d per 
Ib dearer, at which advance it.is, however, very difficult to buy. 
In Surata the transactions have been extensive, and they must 
be quoted fully 4d per Ib dearer than last week. To-day’s sales 
are 8,000 bales at full rates. The American accounts received this 
week are decidedly in favour ofholders. According to the last New 
York official list, brought by the steamer Atlantic, yesterday, the 
deficiency in the receipts now amounted}to 622,000 bales—the de 

crease in the shipments to this country alone was 382,000 bales. 
These are two items well deserving of attention. ‘he estimates of 
the crop are in general for a cipher somewhat under three million 
bales. The feeling in general is, however, that the receipts into the 
ports will be much below that figure, as planters may not con- 
sider prices sufficiently remunerative, and, considering a fourth 
large crop improbable, will hold back their produce. In the 
American markets, notwithstanding the flat Liverpool accounts 
and warlike reports, prices remained firm, and most parties con- 
sider that they will not materially recede, as in the event of 
actual war taking place, and the consumption thereby being for a 
time curtailed, planters would retain their whole stocks for better 
prices in the interior. In this market, including the sales of to- 
day, the business amouuts to 3,000 bales. Prices are $d per lb 

higher than last week. 

e wool sales continue to go on satisfactorily. The attend- 
ance of buyers is tolerably good, and prices have rather an 
upward tendency. The accounts from Australia are so conflicting 
that reliance is not placed on them. Though the stock on hand 
is relatively large, a good feeling exists in the trade, with an 
anticipation of a rising market for low wools. 

In the oil and seed markets, too, business is extremely dull, 
and is likely to continue so till the Eastern question is settled. 
The arrivals of linseed are short, but sales are small. Linseed 
oil is abundant in the market, and there are sellers at 33/ 10s. 
Tallow is lower, and Petersburg Y.C. on the spot cannot be 
quoted over 61s 6d to 61s 9d, and 62s 6d for April delivery. In 
the week 145 casks have come in from Port Philip ; from Hamburg 
15, and from Dunkirk 82. 

Messrs Churchill and Sim inform us, under date Feb. 17,— 

The transactions in wood have been ljarge since the year com- 
menced. When it was found, at the close of the season, in addi- 
tion to an enormous amount consumed, that we had accumulated 
in London a larger stock of Baltic wood than during previous years, 
depression followed; more directly felt in the cessation of buying 
than in the fall of prices. So soon as the frost broke up in January 
auction sales re-opened the market, lowered prices, gave to consump- 
tion a fresh impuise, and revived the spirit of the trade. Through 
subsequent o ong the market prices of deals and battens are 
recovering, where stocks are moderate rising; but Baltic fr timber 
and oak staves are still exceptions, 

It may interest some of our readers, particularly the agricul 
turists, 10 learn that at the market at New York in the week 
ending Feb; 4, Peruvian guano bad been in unusually active 
request, for the season, with sales of 4,000 tons at 50 dols, 4 
mos., for lots of 100 tons and over, and 50 dols, cash, for smaller 
ones. 

“The freights to Great Britain and the Continent,’’ says the 

pping List, “are without material change, though there is 
rather more going forward, particularly to the former. Desirable 
vessels of nearly all classes are scarce, and in demand at remu- 
nerative prices ; indeed we have never known a season of so long 
and so continued prosperity as that which has attended the ship- 
ing interest during the past six months.” 

ith respeet to dry goods, the account states that— 

Foreign goods, with limited exceptions, are more active, especially 
British pantaloon stuffs, linens, and dress goods, and French staple 
silks and other dress goods, and prices are without material variation. 
The auction sles are increasing, but they do not seem to detract 
much from the private sales. ‘he value of the imports during the 
week is nearly two millions and a half dollars, being a slight increase 
over the corresponding period of last year. , 

The following is an extract from a letter received from Messrs 
G. Gruner and Co:., of Mayaguez, in Porto Rico, dated 27th 
January, forwarded to us by Mr Bade :— 

Our sugar market bas opened, and various parcels have been pur- 
chased at the following rices :—2j dols to 3 dols for good to prime 
seconds, for refiners, equal to about 14874 to 153 2d per ewt. free on 
board; and 34 dols to 3} dols for grocery purposes. Ia molasses 
nothing has been done as yet; 12 dois will be probably the opening 
price, Coffee in fair demand, 10 dols to 10$ dols per quintal for 
town; 10} dols to 10§ dole for plantation description are freely allowed 
by purchasers. A scarcity of vessels prevails; several vessels have 
lately been taken at 4/ and 4/ 5s and 5 per cent. for Cowes and a 
market in Great Britain. The epidemic in St Thomas is on the decline; 
and still prevents vessels coming from there entering our waters, 
as in our letter of 1ith January. The Government has 
just issued an order, inpeiee a fine of 55 dols on all vessels arriving 
at this island without a bill of health, legalised by the Spanish 
Consul or Vice-Consul of the port of lading. Should there be no 
Spanish Consul at such port, the bill of heaith is to be solicited from 
the Consul or Vice-Consul residing nearest thereto. Exchanges— 
London, 490 dels to 485 dols, and 6} per cent. ; United Srates, 44 to 
5 per cent. ; St Thomas, 6} to 64 per cent. 

The Cirentar of Messrs Armitage Brothers, dated Colombo, 
Jan. 12, 1854, states :— 
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Plantation coffee is coming down the country as fast as the means 
of transport can be procured, but the prevalence of small-pox and 
cholera all along the line of road to Kandy has caused much alarm 
and interfered with communication seriously. Meantime the crop of 
this year will considerably exceed that of last season (probably by 20 
to 25 percent.) Native coffee has continued to rise in consequence 
of large unlimited orders coming forward, principally it is understood 
for the continental market. Contracts were made at 363 picked and 
dried before the arrival of the overland mail of the 8th ultimo on the 
8th instant ; and since then the dealers are asking 39:. Shipments 
are going on vigorously. 

It is expected that the cutting of cinnamon will be small, the late 
dry weather having injured the growth of the shoots, g 

Considerable excitement has been produced here by the intelli- 
gence of the failure of the rice crops throughout Tanjore, the granary 
whence our labourers are supplied with food, a calamity which will 
spread famine and desolation throughout the South of India, and 
seriously interfere with the interests of our labouring population on 
the plintations, who subsist almost entirely on imported rice. To 
give an idea of the extent of the trade for Ceylon we may mention 
that the imports of grain in the year ending 5th January, 1853, were 
no Jess than 777,456 bushels paddy and 2,331,796 bushels rice. 

The prices of native coffee, picked and dry, per cwt, was 393, 12th 
January, 1854 ; 333, 12th January, 1853; and has continued to advance. 
Plantation do., f.o.b., exclusive of commission, 50s to 543, 12th Jan., 
9854 ; 45s to 48s, 12th January, 1853. 

What effect the famine will have in our market is as yet problema- 
tical, but the general impression is that the destitution in Tanjore will 
cause an unusually large emigration to Ceylon, 

Local discounts 8 to 9 per cent. per annum. Company’s. rupees 
are current at 2s sterling, andform tbe bulk of our currency. 
Sovereigns are a legal tender at 20s. Dragon sovereigns at times 
command a small premium, being preferred by the natives.

Printing cloths of all kinds are very dull, and are more depressed by the 
failure of another large printer, Messra Joho Burd and Son : their creditors 
meet to-morrow, when a statement of their affai:s will be laid before them. 

In the foreign commercial news of the week there is nothing that calls for 
particular notice, the general tone being of a healthy character, 

The manufacturers have now got an excellent opportunity fur showing up 
the oficiousness and ignorance of the Factory Inspectors, in the circular they 
have received with orders for boxing off machinery, which are not only absurd 
in themselves, but would very materially increase the danger they are intended 
to guard againet. 











BRADFORD, Feb. 16.—There is a greater disposition to sell wools than a few 
weeks ago, but the inducement offered is only euch as to effect driblets in the 
salee. Of down and half-bred wools there is an immense stock for the season, 
and it is not improbable, if the present dulness in this class continues, that 
they will, by next clip day, suffer a further decline. Bright-haired and midland 
counties wool have been most in request, and the lower qualities continue to 
command fuli prices. Noils and brokes are not plentiful ; the quantity making 
is véry.small. The demand for yarn is not active, and chiefly to order; the 
shippere are doing next to nothing, and the business is almost all on spools. 
The ruinous prices for some time past current are not improved, and the 
Vodation of the spinner is as bad as it was ever known tobe, In the pieces 
there is yet but little doing for the spring by the home houses, and this season 
having closed with the shippers, causes an unusual duloess—griging, however, 
part, from the uneettled position of the political world. 

Lgeps, Feb. 14.—Under the present circumstances of the times there was
